RESPONSE TO AMENDMENT 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed 27 September 2004 is acknowledged. Claims 1, 33, 36, and 
50 are pending and under examination in this office action. The text of those sections of Title 
35, U.S. Code, not included in this action can be found in a prior office action. 

Claim Rejections Withdrawn 

2. The rejection of claims 1, 33, 36, and 50 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over 
Chan et al. is withdrawn in response to Applicant's arguments. 

New Grounds of Rejection 

3. Claim 50 is newly rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by EMBL accession 
number AAB39218. This sequence is a mouse kinase that is 97.6% identical to instant SEQ ED 
NO: 66 (see attached alignment) and thus anticipates the limitations of claim 50. 

CLAIMS 1, 33, AND 36 ARE ALLOWED. CLAIM 50 IS REJECTED.
